Books not weighing over 4 lhs. may be sent 
in the mail, prepaid by postage stamps, at | ct. an 
ounce any distance in the U. S. under 3 000miles 
provided they are put up with a cover or wrapper; 
open at the ends orsides, so that their character 
may be determined without removing the wrap- 
per. 

2. Unsealed circulars advertisements, business 
cards, transient printed matter except bovks, not 
weighing over three ounces,sent in the mail to any 
part of the United States, are chargable with one 
cent postege stamps. When mure than one circu- 
lar is printedon a single sheet. or a circrlar and 
a letter, each must be charged with a single rate. 
This applies to lottery and other kindred sheets 
assuming the form and character of newspapers; 
and the miscellaneous matter in such sheets must 
also be charged with one rate. A business card 
on an unsealed envelop of a circular subjects the 
entire package to letter postage. 

Any trausient matter, like a circular or handbill 
enclosed in or with a periodical or newspaper sent 
to a subscriber, oa any other person, subjects the 
whole package to letter pustage; and when subject 
to letter postage, from being sealed, or from any 
other cause whatever, all printed matter, without 
exception must be prapaid or excluded from the 
mail. It is the duty of the postmaster at the mail- 
ing office as well as at the office of delivery, care- 
fully to examine matter in order to see that it is

In one sense of the word all mythology is fable, 
and in that sense the word is used in the title of a 
late work, the “Age of Fable.” which consists of a 
series of stories of the old mythology, toid in prose 
but with all she graves of poetry which the author 
co uld transfer from the poets, the original narra- 
tors. 

But the fables we now treat cf are those more 
usually meant by that term, and of which sup, 
Phoetrus ard La Fontaine are the chief sources.-- 
These owe their wit in most cases to some sly al- 
lusion to tke pecaliarities of the Deities to whom 
they relate. For instance, Jupiter, the sovereign 
of gods and men, is represented by the poets as 
very little superior to his subjects, and therefore 
shy of testing his powers with theirs, asin the 
story of

contended which of them was the best archer.--
